In Polio Stages 


By ALTON L. BLAKESLEE 
Associated Press Science R eport« 
BUFFALO, N. Y —A dru g bring ­ 
ing qu ick, safe relief from pain ir, 
infantile paralysis was annou nced 
today by three New York physicians 
Pain, and cram ping or spasm arc 
often severe in the early stag es o' 
xilio. Even mu scles th a t don’t be­ 
come paralyzed after often painfu l 
and tender to the tou ch. 
The dru g , nam ed Priscoi, qu icklj 
abolishes th e pain, spasm and ten ­ 
derness, D r s. Emil Sm ith, David J 
G rau bard and Philip Rosenblatt oi 
Brooklyn told the New York state 
medical society. 
They said it had worked su ccess­ 
fu lly, and often dram atically, or 
120 polio patients last year at the 
King ston avenu e hospital In Brook­ 
lyn. The dru g can be taken b? 
m ou th or by injection. 
The polio victims g ot relief from 
pain w ithin 24 hou rs or less th sj 
said. They rested more comfortably 
by day, slept qu ietly a t nig ht, and 
their appetites improved. Arms oi 
leg s which they kept bent becau se 
of pain or spasm cou ld b? straig h t­ 
ened ou t easily, perm itting qu icker 
axercise to keep the mu scle strong 
inri redu ce the after-effaets of polio. 
Some patients improved so qu ick- 
fv they cou ld be sent home or to or­ 
thopedic” hospitals w ithin a week or 
two, the physicians reported. 
The dru g was tried on patien t1 
from the ag es of m to 45. 
Priscoi did not h alt the m arch of 
the polio bu g or viru s along nerve 
pathw ays. No dru g is known th a t 
can do this. 
B u t it 
redu ced pain 
when other dru g s, even m orphine, 
did not.
